As per claim 19, line 2, the term "adapted to" should be changed to -configured 

to-. 

A typical reason for doing so is that such term or claim language that suggests or 
makes optional but does not require steps to be performed, or by claim language that 
does not limit a claim to a particular structure.

As per claim 20, there is an inconsistency between the term "means for receiving 
and sending data" recited in line 2 and " the means for receiving and sending input flow 
data " recited in line 6. The former one must be change to - means for receiving and 
sending data input flow-. 

As per claim 25, line 5, the term "data received at the first channel and the 
second channel" should be changed to -the logical input flow data received at the first 
channel and the raw input flow data received a the second channel--.
